This contest in the Seventh Mlnne 
sota congressional district rivals in in- 
terest the three-cornered flght for,the 
United State's senatorship. in which a 
woman—Mrs. Anna Dickie Olesen— 
has-been seting the campaign pace for 
her two male opponents. 
Prohibition is- not an issue in the 
contest involving Volstead, for he'will 
be opposed by the Key. O. J. Kvale. 
of Benson, who declares himself "as 
dry as Volstead with a yttle to snare. 
•Mr..Volstead jias the endorsement of 
the Republican ' district < convention; 
while both tte Democratic and" tfie 
Farmer-LfbW conventions1 endorsed 
the candidacy of Rev. Kvale. In 1*920

Sept. 18,— William 
Wallace Macfarlane, of Elkine Park 
Pa,, is here to demonstrate to the po 
lice his new vest-pocket emergency 
telephone, a device which scientist* 
lay may revolu.lonlze telephone meth 
ods, and, applied to police usage,, wil 
lessen present criminal haxards. 
Within a few days Mactarlane ex 
pects to have Police Commissioner 
Enright "listen in" on hie proposal to 
equip eyery patrolman on the fore 
with the instrument. 
Philadelphia 
'wan tho first city to be atttracted b> 
the possibilities of almost instantan 
eous communication through the in 
venter's device, and it is undes stood 
that an investigation there is nearlj 
completion. 
Mr. Macfarlane regards the virtu 


of hts device and public recognition 
of its value in a great measure its 
own reward. He doesn't claim to b 
an Edison, although many regard hi& 
late researches the work of 
Uses Xo Transmitter. 
Taking from his pocket a miniatute 
oval object, which he convenientlj 
gripped in the pulm ftt his hand, hi 
offered it for inspection. I was a drum 
like object made of composition tini 
liar to that uted in regular telephones 
and measured about six inches in 
length by three in width and three 
quarters of an inche in thickne'ss. Un 
rolling a- flexible cord three feet ii 
length, he <luickly pinched its free 
ends to a telephone connecting -wire 
As. the instrument' lay on the table ; 
gravity device within broke, off con 
nection wl£h"the ojJ*r*fof:'but the mo 
ment he raised it to1 nis ear connection 
was established and a call was cb 
tamed. 
The remarkable thing next apparen 
was that the conversation was con 
ducted fluently and unhesitatingly 
with the party on the other end of the 
wire, while the inventor merely plac- 
ed the instrument against his ear. No

America First In the Air."

The United States, officials declare, 
is without air laws which woud safe- 
guard aviation, aid commercial flying 
and develop aerial transportation. This 
will be the fault which- the , airmen 
will attempt to remedy. 
At present, any aviator can navigate 


any sort of craft, whether airworthy 
or not, as long, as he can get it off the 
ground. An attempt will -be made,at 
airplane, which is held the greatest 
the conference to keep this class of 
menace to the development of flying, 
out of th air. Ninety per cent of ac- 
cidents, it is said, are due to unairwor- 
thy machines. 
Is Potential Outlaw. 


The Wadsworth bill, now In the 
House committee on interstate and 
foreign commerce, will be urged for 
passage.

"One minute after I met Klog Vic- 


tor Emanual" writes Mr. Baldwin, "I 
gorgot that I waa talking to a king. 
He seemed a forestry expert, pure and 
simple. 
It had taken two months' 
hard work to obtain, through our em- 
bassy, an audience with Ills Majesty. 
Bu tit was worth while, if for nothing 
more than to discover that, learned 
and experienced in many a depart* 
ment of science and government. Vic- 
tor Emanuel was also up in forestry. 
"As a boy, he would plant young 
trees at his father's country places and 
the trees properly himself—-«nd not 
rise at four in the morning to water 
merely see that it was done. Ts my 
own place, outside the city/ he add- 
ed. 'I hajre grown foreign trees and I 
want to see how the Douglas Firs will 
do there.' 
He told me of his suc- 
cess with various trees and of his de- 
sire to extend the quantity and quali- 
ty of tree growing. 


"Italy's chief occupation is agricul- 
ture and tfce King is intensely Interest- 
ed > in all things agricultural. 


"As wth all Italians, so Victor Em- 
anuel's great regret is, as he said to 
me, the country's lack of raw ma- 
terials.

being intensified. Minnesota coal bins 
contain but one-fifth of the 
supply 


needed for winter and adjacent states 
are in a similar predicament. 


Wholesalers here point to moun- 
ting grain prices and revised crop es- 
timates which show a smaller yield 
of corn, wheat and potatoes, as Indi- 
cating buying power among the farm- 
ers. Labor released at the end of the 
harvest will be readily absorbed.

This gain of more- than 
a cent a day over a period of nearly 
a week was considered the healthiest 
indication of the new season. 


Local co-operative marketing or-
